Of these 260 persons 187 are men, 78 womaen,
and 1heither boy or girl apprentices under 10
years of age. The men are overseers, painters,
pasteboard makers, pummers, cutiers, moulders,
polishers, bellows-blowers, and porters. Toe
women are sorters, scrapers, pressers, The men
work either by contract or by the day, and earn
from 4 Irancs to 7 (ranes, The women earn trom
1 frang 50 centimes to 3 {tancd, Apprentices
from 75 centimes (that g 74d.) to 1 frane 60 cen-
times, They bave two bours jor menls in thewr
twelve hours’” work, Of 67 who cun read and
write, 15 dre noted lor bad conduct, and 15
seldom come to work on Mondays.
